Gyorgy Military Caserne, members of Hungarian Military

(N 47-27, E 18-58) near Budapest; a unit located at the 
Kinizsi Caserne in Budapest; and an unidentified unit 
located at Pecs (N 46-05, E 18-13) in the Rifle Caserne.

I persons dressed in Soviet unirorms with 
Soviet insignias who came to Budapest with the Soviet tanks. 
These persons spoke fluent Hungarian and it was general 
knowledge among the population that they were former AVH 
men who were hiding in Soviet uniforms, 
the number of these AVH men who returned with the Soviet 
troops was quite large. It was rumored in Budapest 
that the Kadar regime promised 50,000 forints to each 
AVH member if order were restored in Hungary. 

Casualties in the Freedom Fight 

it was rumored in Budapest that from 
23 October to 8 November 1956 approximately 40,000 
Hungarians lost their lives in Budapest and also about the 
same number in other parts of Hungary. 


it was approximately 60.000 dead for Soviets 
and the AVH. Prom this figure he heard that approximately 
15,000 or 20,000 were the casualt ies suf fered in Budapest.

on 22 October 1956 many cds in the 
uuaapesu area were instructed to send as many of their 
men on leave as possible.

Guns of an unknown type which he estimated had a 152 mm 
caliber gun with a sh ort barre l, and with a double 
baffle muzzle brake. the guns were very fast In 

turning and th ey appeared to execute a turn in one 
spot. ( Comment: This was probably the JSU-152) . 
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
